Plan to Take Moving Pictures of the 
Aurora Borealis 

Captain Roald Amundsen, incident 
to his voyage of discovery in the Arc-| 
the, plans to make movie pictures of 
the aurora borealis—that wonderful 
phenomenon, now judged to be elec-} 
trical in its nature, which mantfests 
itself in the form of lght-streamers 
that ascend into the sky all around 
the Arctic Circle, 

Occasionally we get a good glimpse 
of it, and it seems to us as if the 
streamers sprang from the surface 
level of the earth, But they do not. 
They start from forty to fifty or more 
miles up. 

The aurora, varfs in size and inten- 
sity with the sun's activity. Once in 
a while, when it reaches a maximum, 
its streamers may be seen stretching 
clear across the night sky, and there 
1s so much electricity let loose that all 
our telegraph instruments go on 
strike.
